tion and the total.expenditures for the year will aggregate 
about 52,000,000. 
!n addition to'this J5125,000 will be, used 


in building and repairing bridges. 
. • ." 


• Many in this and other stales will be surprised lo learn (hat 


the trunk-line system of New Hampshire is longer than lhat of 
either Massachusetts or Connecticut. 
Massachusetts 
has 


•1,200 miles and Connecticut has 1,000 miles, while New 
Hampshire's system covers 1,400'miles. 
In view of this fact 


and (he condition in which the roads of this stale are main- 
tained the people have a right to be proud of (he efficiency with, 
which the work is handled with the funds supplied. 
Massa- 


chusetts spends S9,000,000 a year on her roads, as much as has 
been expended by this slate in the three years since the slate 
highway department wns organized. This is a splendid show- 
ing and makes it clear thai Ihe state is gelling good returns on 
its .roajd investments. 


Large expenditures for road building and 'maintenance are 


absolutely unavoidable in this age. The automobile has come, 
and come lo stay, an dsuitable roads must be constructed and 


• kept up. The roads cost money, but the tourists bring money 


and the auloisls have to do (heir-share loward the upkeep of 
the roads, which is only fair and proper. They demand mud1 
and do not object to reasonable assessment, being aware fhal 
their machines are the greatest demoralizers of highways Ilia! 
ever moved on wheels. This has been learned by all classes, 
and all understand that there is but one thing lo do under Ihe 
circumslances, which is to build the right kind of roads and 
give them continuous attention afler they are constructed. 


While good roads everywhere are now essential, they are 


especially important in such a state as New Hampshire, which 
is known (hroughouf the country as one of (he best summer 
resorts in the IJasl. 
It has mountains, cons! and lakes, the 


most beautiful and diversified scenery, a heallh-giving climate 
and as pure water as there is in (he world. Its summer holels 
•are excelled nowhere, and the result is a greal influx of suin- 
.mer visitors and tourists every year who leave large sums of 
money in return for Iheir accommodation. Bul in spile of all 
the natural attractions most of these people would go else- 
where if (here were not good roads, and it is therefore pecu- 
liarly desirable thai this important matter should nol be over- 
looked in this star*, to which good roads mean so much and 
which profits so largely from them. . 


The slate has been complimented on its roads by experts 


from oilier pails of (he country who'were surprised by what 
has been done here with the modest ainounl of funds al com- 
mand.
